Tr1s little piece points out a reme- 
dy for thoſe fears, by attempting to in- 
ſtil ſuch principles into the minds of 
your Dependents, as may, by the bleſ- 
ſing of Go p, ſecure. their fidelity to 
you. 
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Bur you muſt allow me to ſay it,

that neither this humble attempt, nor 


the ſeveral excellent endeavours that 
have been uſed to make your Servants 
good and faithful, will anſwer the end 


propoſed, unleſs you yourſelves conde- 


ſcend to become their Inſtructors, ſet 


up the worſhip of Go p in your fami- 
lies, ſee that the LORD“'s day. be religi- 
ouſly kept by your houſhold ; and above 
all, unleſs you lead them into all virtue 
and godlineſs of living by your own 
good examples. 


Ir theſe great and neceſſary things be 


neglected, you cannot promiſe your- 


ſelves any ſecurity. Whereas a regular 
and religious obſervance of them, will 
undoubtedly entitle you to Go p's pro- 
tection, and to the guardianſhip of thoſe 
heavenly ſpirits, who are appointed to 
encamp round about thoſe who fear the 
LoRD, and to deliver them in all dan- 
gers and adverſities.

Coup the language of your hearts on

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the greateſt horror, aſtoniſhment and in- 
dignation : that a Servant, one greatly fa- 
voured, a mere youth too, from whoſe 
tender years a more tender conſcience might 
have been expected, ſhould, forgetting his 
ſtation as a Servant, and his duty as an 
obliged one, trample under foot every 
obligation, and unprovoked embrue his 
hands in the blood of a weak and defence- 
leſs perſon. What ſeverity of treatment did 
you not think ſuch aggravated guilt de- 
ſerve? Did you not ſay with one voice, 
Awvay with ſuch a fellow from the earth, 
for it is not fit that be ſhould live? 
THESE were your ſentiments we may 
juſtly ſuppoſe on this ſhocking occaſion, 
and though you might drop a tear of pity 
for his youth, and be ſoftened into tender- 
neſs by his penitent behaviour, yet you 
certainly judged his crime to be very great, 
and his condemnation juſt. 
PERMIT me then to lay hold on this 
ſoft ſeaſon of addreſs, and before the ten- 
der impreſſions made on your breaſts by 
this melancholy affair are worn off, to drop

we ſhould doubtleſs find them expreſſive of 
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a word of advice How to improve what has | 
happened to your own advantage. 
THE not conſidering his duty as a Ser- 
vant, might be one great cauſe of the 
young man's committing the horrible and 
bloody fact. This might be the rock on 


which he ſplit. Allow me then to point 
out your danger, and direct you ſo to ſteer 
the courſe of your lives as SERVANTS, that 
you may never ſuffer ſhipwreck as the un- 
fortunate youth before you. 8 

Ir has pleaſed the almighty Governor 
of the world to made a difference in the 
outward condition of his ſubjects here be- 
low; and though high and low, rich and 
poor, one with another, are all his Servants, 
yet in the courſe of his providence he has 
thought good to appoint various orders 
and degrees of men here upon earth. Some 
of theſe are placed by him in a high, others 
in a low eſtate. Some are born to rule, 
others to obey. Hence ariſes the neceſſity 
that ſome ſhould be Maſters, others Ser- 
vants: and this conſtitutes a mutual rela- 
tion and duty between them. 
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Tux duty which Servants owe to their 


Maſters is what I am now concerned with: 
Not that I can undertake to ſhew the whole 
extent of it in this ſhort addreſs: But muſt 


content myſelf with pointing out only ſo 


much of it, as may, with Go p's bleſſing, 
prevail upon you to ſtudy and practiſe it 
in all its branches. 

THE principal duty required in Ser- 
vants is Faithfulneſs, which conſiſts in 
your being ſtrictly juſt and honeft in your 
ſervice: Not waſting your Maſter's goods, 
as the unjuſt Steward in the goſpel ; whe- 
ther by careleſſneſs or ill management, or 
by taking a part to your own uſe without 
his knowledge and Jeave. There are vari- 
ous ways of tricking and deceiving, too com- 
mon among Servants. If you have any of 
theſe devices, beware; for you know not 
where ſuch little thefts will ſtop. They 
that pi/fer ſmall matters, will, when they 
have an opportunity, venture upon larger 
ſums; and commit perhaps the moſt horrid 
murders. to gain their ends. You ſhould 
therefore tremble at the approach of every 
temptation that may offcr to wrong your 
Maſter, 
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Maſter, for if you once comply, though 


but in trifling inſtances, your honeſty is 


gone; and when the Devil tempts you 


next, you will not ſcruple to take what of- 
fers, till you are diſcovered, and the law 
lays hold of you, and paſſes ſentence of 
death upon you; and there are few that 
follow this trade long, but at laſt come to an 
untimely end. But ſuppoſe you ſhould e- 
ſcape here; yet what will it profit you, 
when you appear before the judęgment-ſeat 
of Chriſt, and for a little gain, loſe your 
foul. 

REMEMBER the eighth Commandment 
— Thou ſhalt not STEAL: And if your 
heart condemns you, aſk of GOD mercy 
for your tranſgreſſion thereof, for the time 
paſt, and grace to keep the ſame, for the 
time to come. The Apoſtle exhorts Ser- 
vants to be faithful, not purloining, but 
ſewing all good fidelity. Titus ii. 10. And 
you were taught in your infancy what you 
ſhould not forget in your riper years — 0 
be true and juſt in all: your dealings — to 
keep your hands from picking and ſtealing 
— mot ie covet. or defire other mens goods, 
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but to learn and labour truly to get your | 


own living, and to do your duty in that ſtate 
of life, unto which it has pleaſed God to 
call you. 

War has been faid hitherto, may 
chiefly affect Servants in families of a mid- 
dle rank; where uſually through the Maſ- 
ter's vigilance, and the narrowneſs of his 
circumſtances, there is only an opportunity 
to defraud him of inconſiderable ſums; my 
next aim therefore, is to inſtil principles 
of honey and fidelity into the Servants of 
our Nobility and Gentry, in whoſe ſervice, 
the opportunities to defraud may be more 
frequent, and the temptations better baited. 
And here, I befeech you to conſider, that 
your Maſters admit you into their houfes, 
and entruſt their lives and fortunes in your 
hands, upon a preſumption of your ancor- 
ruptneſ and integrity. For your good be- 
haviour in theſe reſpects, you know, you 
maſt be well recommended ; and it is upon 
this recommendation that you are accepted, 
and have wages allowed you. How baſe 
and diſingenuous are thoſe Servants then, 
who never intend to diſcharge their duty in 
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upon enriching themſelves out of their 
Maſters purſe by every way and means ? 
If this can be done ſecretly, it ſuits their 
purpoſe beſt; but if a more open and un- 
diſguiſed courſe be neceſſary, they don't 
ſcruple (ſuch is their love of unlawful gain) 
to drop the maſk, and diſcover the Thief 
and the Robber. But to rob and ſteal under 
the appearance of honey and fidelity, how 
ſhocking a crime? A Maſter may guard 
his houſe againſt a profeſt Thief, bur it 


one of his family harbours evil deſigns, 
and is reſolved to plunder, no prudence or 


foreſight can prevent the evil. If the good 
man of the houſe had known (ſays our Lord ) 
in what watch the Thief would come, he 
would have watched, and would not have 
ſuffered his houſe to be broken up. Matt. xxiv. 
43. But what will watchfulneſs avail, if 
the Thief be lodged within? The Travel- 
ler may expect to be aſſaulted and ſtripped 


by the Robber who is hunting for his prey; 
but then he knows his danger, and may 


| arm himſelf againſt it: But if the man who- 


eats of his bread, and is entertained within 
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his own walls be the ravening wolf, no 


conduct or courage can be a ſecurity againſt 


ſuch an inſidious villain. A common in- 
cendiary is more merciful than ſuch an un- 
faithful and wicked Servant. The one 
uſually alarms the houſe before he ſets it 
on fire; whereas the other ſtrikes with- 
out warning, and takes advantage of 


the quiet and ſecurity of the family, 


the better to compals his miſchievous and 
cruel deſigns. Like the Aſſaſſin he ſtabs 
in the dark, and ſhoots his arrows 
when no man ſeeth. One cannot eaſily be- 
lieve that any Servant was ever ſo deſpe- 
rately wicked, as to come into a family 
with an intent to take the firſt opportunity 
to roò and kill: It is moſt likely rather, 
that ſuch abominable deeds of darkneſs have 


been hatched afterwards, and that they gra- 


dually advanced into execution, according 


to the temptation and opportunity that 
offered. How ardently. then ought Ser- 
vants to pray not to be led into temptation ? 
And how carefully ſhould they abſtain from 


all ſuch vices as may make them part with 
their bonefy and integrity, and draw them 


alide to deſtruftion! +” 
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As theſe great cities entertain, ſo they 
ruin no ſmall number of Servants; who 
ſoon exchange the ſimplicity of the country, 
for the foppery of the town; and the evil 
communications thereof, too eaſily corrupt 
their manners. Many of theſe, if they 
brought a little religion with them hither, 
part with it ſoon, and quickly arrive at 
more wickedneſs, than perhaps they will 
ever get rid of. Thus the town proves 
a fchool of corruption to them, wherein 
they learn every thing that is evil. Here 
they loſe their good principles; their mo- 
rals areſtained, their heart grows bad, and 
they ſtand ready prepared for the worſt of 
With this wretched furniture of 
vices, how can they make good Servants? 
Nay, what can prevent their turning out 


very bad ones? They are under no religi- 


ous reftraints, who then will vouch for their 
fidelity? They have caſt off the fear of Gop; 
where then is their reverence for their Maſ- 
ter? Is one of vicious principles and de- 
bauched morals likely to prove an honeſt, 
and Wan Servant? = — What Maſter will 
| make 
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make the trial? No one knowingly will 
venture his life and goods in ſuch hands. 
Bor there are /hree ſins which pave 
the way for diſhoneſt practices ; and, 1t in- 
dulged, will certainly induce Servants to 
betray their truſt, and lead them on to 
ruin. Of theſe, I moſt earneſtly entreat 
you to beware, 

THe firſt is Drunkenne/s. If you allow 
yourſelves in the practice of this ſin, your 
faithfulneſs will ſtand but upon a ſandy 
foundation, which a drunken fit may eaſily 
waſh away. No Perſon addicted to this 
vice can anſwer for himſelf, but that in his 
liquor he may commit the moſt outrageous 
acts of violence. Being deprived of his 
reaſon, and the grace of Gop having for- 
ſaken him, he is ripe for the moſt daring 
crimes. Adultery, Theft, Murder, will be 
little in his eyes; he will break the bands 
of virtue aſunder, ſtart aſide from his duty 
hke a broken bow, and ruſh on madly in 
fin, as the Horſe ruſheth into the battle. 
Theſe ſad effects have followed from drun- 
Kennels: And it is Gop's wonderful 


goodneſs 
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” goodneſs towards ſober and religious per- 
' ſons to preſerve them, when theſe wild 


beaſts of men are abroad, foaming out their 
own ſhame, and ſeeking whom they may de- 
vo How cautious then ſhould you be, 
how jealous over yourſelves, leſt at any 
time, your hearts being overcharged with 
drunkenneſs, you ſhould fall into any of 
the abovementioned crimes; defraud your 
Maſters, and take away their lives. — Na- 
ture ſhudders at the thought in her cool 
and ſober hours ; but depend upon it, the 
thought will be no longer ſhocking, than 
whilſt you are cool and ſober. If you ſuf- 
fer yourſelves to be enflamed with drink, 
and overcome thereby, farewel every ten- 
der impreſſion! every ſpark of humanity 
and gratitude ! you are no longer a man, 
but a beaſt, mad and furious, fierce and 
ungovernable, and no fitter to be truſted 
than a tiger. 

ANOTHER Vice which will make you 
diſhoneſt, and bring you to ruin, is the keep- 
ing bad company, eſpecially that of lewd 
women. You cannot be a companion of 


thele mercileſs deſtroyers of ſoul and body, 
without 


in the next. 
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without running into great expence. Their 
demands are high and extravagant, and they 


are greedy as the grave: and where will 
you find money to fatisfy theſe ravenous 
harpies ? your wages will not be ſufficient, 
your ſlender ſubſtance will ſoon be waſted 
with riotous living, and you muſt either 
quit your company, or rob for their ſup- 
port. The latter they always perſuade you 
to, and too often prevail; the dreadful 
conſequence of which is, you purchaſe to 
yourſelves ſhame and ruin in this world, 


and, unleſs you prevent it by a moſt bitter 


and hearty repentance, everlaſting torments 
It is a moſt melancholly con- 
ſideration to think, what multitudes of 
unwary young men are caught in the traps 
of theſe ſubtle and moſt pernicious deceiv- 
ers. Day and night with unwearied ſteps 
they compaſs their path; and /pread their 
nets in every ſtreet. And what to every 
ſerious . mind is a pain to reflect on, num- 
bers periſh by their wicked devices. How 
will theſe abandoned wretches aſſemble, as 

it were in troops, and with more than maſ- 


culine boldneſs, and no leſs than helliſn aſ- 
ſurances 
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ſurance, aſſault the modeſty of every one 
they meet: and in contempt of the laws 
of God and their country, attempt to de- 


coy and ruin all ſuch as have not grace and 


reſolution to withſtand them? Theſe are 


the inſtruments of deſtruction to ſo many 
of our raw and unguarded youth, and 
cauſe numbers of them to bring down the 
grey hairs of their parents with ſorrow [0 
the grave. 

SURELY there was a time when the vi- 
gilance and authority of the Magiſtrate, and 
the fear of puniſhment, kept theſe audacious 
offenders under ſome reſtraint and awe. 


N And how much is it to be wiſhed, for the 


ſake of many indiſcreet perſons whom they 
daily lead aſtray, that the laws which are 
in force againſt them, were conſtantly put 
in rigorous execution! Becauſe the neglect 
of ſevere diſcipline and painful correction, 
emboldens theſe tranſgreſſors to ſin with a 
high hand, and even to act their abomina- 
tions before all Iſrael, and before the ſun. 
Whence our ſtreets and alleys ſwarm with 
theſe execrable ſervants of the devil, who 
are continually carrying on a trade of fin,
